The Wnder rrthat' theypeople have'nt 
eaten their own heads off long ago 
The present is probably the last of f 
series of articles designed to point out 
the great want and the remedy; and 
■we shall select the article of flour from 
amongst those enumerated as the one 
most fully illustrating the branch of 
the general subject now under consid 
eration. It will have been observed 
that the importation of flour is on the 
increase. Last year it rose from eigh- 
teen thousand to twenty-two thousand 
barrels: «ndwe have no doubt this 
year's returns will show a very mater 
ial increase over last. Tt will be con 
veniont to adopt twenty-five thousand 
barrels as the standard. Twenty-five 
thousand barrels at six dollars a bar 
rel would represent |150,000, as the 
amouttiT'Ofinoney sent out of the conn 
try every year to buy foreign bread 
Just think of that amount retained in 
the country, most of it going into the 
pockets of the farmers on Vancouver 
Island. But can they raise wheat en 
ough? Undoubtedly they can. The

chiefly), foT'Ohicken-feed. What! I)o 
not oor.fanners raise grain enough to 
feed-':3Vancouver'B - chiokens? This 
phenomehbh Hi Economics is, we think , 
Busoeptible of explanation without any 
disparagement to the agricultural 
classes. It would not pay to go into 
wheat-grovring for chicken-feed alone. 
It must be done upon a much larger 
scale. If, therefore, the demand has 
been limited to chickon-feed who can 
blame the farmers for not supplying 
that demand? But we have seen that 
the demand has been very much great- 
er. Twonty-five thousand barrels of 
flour, equal to 7,500,000 pounds of 
yHi'eat a year. A largo quantity to 
grow on the Island, do you say? Why, 
four thousand acres will grow it. How 
is it, then, that the farmers of Van- 
--^eouver Island have not set themsel- 
ves to work to supply this demand? 
Simply because there has been no cer 
tainty of finding tale at paying pri 
ces. A Saanich farmer comes in with 
a load of wheat, and after hawking it 
;|)^und' amongst "middlemen" and 
bearing a great deal about how cheap- 
ly it can be got from the American ter- 
ritory, ho is offered eighteen dollars, 
pessibly less, a ton for it. Having to 
choose between that and taking it back 
home, he accepts the un remunerative 
price and wends his weary way home, 
inly resolved to raise no more wheat. 
It is not at all improbable that ho 
may take home in his waggon two bar- 
rels and a half of imported flour, tho 
tttice of Jbis load'Of wheat which would 
haye produced nearly seyen barrels ! 
Is itr,any.;Wonder he is discouraged and 
eschewB wheat-raising? If we take 
for purposes of illustration a farmer 
from Cowichan or some point further 
away, tho'case becomes worse still; for 
ho will have paid two or three dollars 
A tonJroight, besides wharfage, pcrad- 
venapo storage, and his own fare and 
personal expenses on the round trip, 
thus Ifeaving little with which to pur- 
chase foreign bread-stuff. The pic- 
ture is, indeed, a gloomy one, and the 
Kfmpatby of the reader cannot but be 
with the farmer. He will be less in- 
clined now to blame the farmer for not 
raising wheat enough to food 
the chickens. The real remedy for 
all this is IVIILLS. Mills at 
Victoria to meet the general demand, 
and smaller ones for custom work in 
the various settlements to meet tho lo- 
cal wants. That is the only true reme- 
dy, yfith proptir manufacturinpf ca- 
pacity equal to the demand, the farm- 
er would at all times be sure of getting 
full prices, and thus the $160,000 a 
year riow going out of the country 
would be retained in it to build up 
largo ^g^ioultural and manufacturing 
ater«atN. But who shall Rupply ' this 



groat want? Shall the gods cQrna 
down and build mills and , run them ? 
No. Bunster haB one jiisif labout com- 
pleted. "The'ViotoriaTlour arid Grist 
Mill Company" are about to build an- 
other, on a much larger scale. That 
it will pay to manufacture our owil 
flour cannot bo doubted. Thus will 
good and steady prices be secured to 
the producer, and from a dollar and a 
half to two dollars on every barrel to 
the manufacturer. Shall ordinary in- 
telligence be displayed, ordinary en- 
terprise put forth, and thus turn the 
golden tide now ^ovdng^isi^^pMigji* 
channels into our own ? Or shall'tae" 

f>rimary interests continue to be npg- 
ected and the country permittod to 
drift dreamily along on this tide of 
feckless unthrift towords inevitable 
beggary ? It will be observed that in 
the matter of battle^ways, - market -plac- 
es, and grist-mills the principle is the 
same. The whole question resolves 
itself into one of manly self-help. And 
Providence has only promisedtb^ help 
those who help themaolTea^ '"^

Public Market. 



Enrroit Colokist, — I have read with 
satibfaction your articles referring to a 
want in this community, which, had we 
b^en fully ahve to our own interests. 
Would have been supplied long since. 
I alludo to a public market, where tho 
producer and consumer could meet to- 
gether on equal terms; tho interven- 
tion of no third party being required 
for the transaction of business.' Tho 
advantages of a public market to both 
producer and consumer can hardly bo 
over estimated. In your late article 
you have alluded to some of those ad- 
vantages so forcibly that I neod not 
again recapitulate them. Tho problem 
for present solution is, how can a pub- 
lic xoarket be/ j^^tablis^^ahd who 
ought 'to take the initiatirdl? Tt ought, 
I think, to be a municipal institution. 
Our City Council appear to have, at 
present, funds at their disposal; . how 
much wiser would it have 
been, as conservators of the 
public good, to have resolved 
to appropriate their surplus funds for 
this object, and thus confer an imme- 
diate public benefit, rather than ap- 
propriate them, in the purchase of a 
site for a City Hall, wMc^ ili^ %3saitt- 
ed by all is not an immediate neces- 
sity. To meet the maintenance of 
such a market, a";Jsmall rental could 
be drawn from parties who might be 
desirous to secure stalls for the sale 
of dairy produce, &c., &c., and then 
sending live stock for sale to pay a 
small^charge for accommodation. If 
economically and wisely conducted- it 
would not only prove of great advan- 
tage to the public, but ultimately very 
profitable to the corporation.
